No ac- 
tion or prosecution shall be commenced 
without the consent of the attorney gen- | 
eral, 

In connection with this matter Prem- 
ier Rutherford stated today that the 
government of Alberta would enforce the 
Act.

Montreal, Feb. 27—Two new facts were 
brought out in the preliminary enquir- 
ies into the Hochelaga school horror to- 
day. It was established beyond reas- 
onable doubt that the fire did not orig- 
inate from the furnace, but from a pile 
of rubbish in the basemont. Coroner 


McMahon opened the inquest on the sev- 
enteen dead and made it very clear that 
the source of his investigation would 
be in the direction of a search to see 
whether criminal responsibility could be 
placed in any quarter for the alleged 
lack of safety appliances on the build- 
ing. Mrs. Hand, the caretaker ‘of the 
school, believes that the fire was caua- 
ed by some of the pupils playing with 
matches in the basement during lunch 
hour, The schocl commissioners are be- 
ing severely criticized for the absence 
of fire escapes, There was a delay in 
giving the alarm, the teachers starting 
to investigate when they found smoke, 
instead of dismissing the children and 
sounding the alarm. One of the horses 
attached to the ladder sleigh, from the 
nearest fire station, refused to move 
for fully two minutes, causing a fatal 
delay.

When we 
were east at the provincind conference 
last November the premier and myself 
ook this matter up with the Honour- 
ible Mr. Oliver, and urged that the case 
in the Supreme Court should be carried 
to England so as to have the decision

“We have received word from our 


English agents, Messrs. Chas. Russell &

ippeal be argued at the sittings of the 
judicial committee, beginning in June 
next, so that we hope to have a de- 
cision upon this matter before Septem- 
ber next.” 

“Have you been in communication 
with the Dominion government with re- 
yard to the appeal, Mr. Cross?” 

“Yes, as soon as the Federal govern- 
ment decided to take an appeal to Eng- 
land they communicated with the gov- 
ernment here, and asked this govern- 
ment whether they desired to intervene 
in connection with the appeal, and my 
lepartment was instructed to advise the 
Dominion government not only that the 
province desired to intervene and be re- 
presented on the appeal, but also to have 
the right to put in a factum or argu- 
ment in connection with the appeal, set- 
ting forth the contention of this prov- 
ince with reference to the C. P. R. ex- 
amption clause.” 

“Would you mind outlining the posi- 
tion that the litigation is in at pres 
sent ?’* 

“The cases that are being taken up to 
“ngland are three cases in which the 
Supreme Court of Canada gave judg- 
ment on the 27th February, 1905, All 
three cases are against the Canadian Pa- 
cifie Railway company, the plaintiffs in 
two of the cases being municipalities in 
Manitoba, and in one of the cases a 
school district of the North-West 
ritories—the Springdale school 
The three actions Were joined together 
because the questions involved in them 
are practically identical, and the prin- 
cipal matter that the Supreme Court 
was asked to decide about was, at what 
time the exemption of twenty years on 
lands granted to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company began to run. The 
‘company contended that this time only 


ally got a patent for the land from the 
Dominion government, but the munici- 
palities contended that the time should 
begin to run either from the date when 
the C. P. R. contract was made in 1881, 
or if not from then, from the time when 
the land was surveyed and selected by 
the Canadian Pacific railway. As you 
will readily see, if the time begins to 
run from the date of the C. P. R. con- 
tract in 1881, the exemption would have 
expired in connection with all the land 
of the C.P. R. in 1901, and if the time 
began to run from the date of the selec- 
tion of the lands or the date when the 
land was appropriated to the contract, 
1 think it is safe to say that by this 
time the exemption would have expired 
in connection with all the land, both 
in Alberta ond Saskatchewan, as well 
as in Manitoba, But if on the other 
hand the railway company were right 
in their contention, the burden of this 
exemption will still have to be borne by 
the provinces for many years to come, 
because the railway company never take 
out patent or apply for a patent to their 
land until all the payments have been 
hinade by their purchaser, and they are 
called upon by him to give title for it, 
which is generally ten and often fifteen 
years after the land has been selected, 
and in some cases even longer. In the 
three cases that are being taken to En’ 
land the time would have expired in all 
three cases if the contention of the mun- 
icipalities was upheld, but if the rail- 
way were right, then the land in each 
caso could not be taxed ¢ill the vear 
1919, because the land in all three cases 
was patented to the railway company in 
the year 1899.

“Well, of course a law suit is a very 
uncertain thing and judges and lawyers 
often differ quite honestly in their views 
upon the interpretation of statutes and 
agreements; we, of course, think that 
the view taken by the judges of the 
Supreme Court of Canada as to the ex- 
emption clause is wrong, and that it is 
not fair that the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way company should be allowed to get 
an exemption of from thirty to forty 
years instead of twenty years exemp- 
tion, as they are doing, just by reason 
of their delay in taking out their pat- 
ents. There is no donbt that if the rail- 
way took out their patents at the time 
they selected their land, or at the time 
the land was appropriated to the con-

“NOT WITHIN THE MEMORY—"” 


The stories of climatic hardship in 
the West during the past season have 
preduced at least one good thing—the 
poem reproduced here from the To 
ronto Star and written by The Khan. 
But the very stories from which The 
Khan got his inspiration did harm 
otherwise. 

This winter, in its last days now, 
has been the severest winter in the 
west for many decades. ‘‘ Not within 
the memory of the oldest old-timer,” 
has there been a season of such pro- 
lenged and severe cold. 

Yet Edmonton and the surrounding 
district suffered practically not at all. 
There was coal in) abundance, and 
feed in plenty for the cattle. There 
was no cessation in the usual round 
of teas or receptions, and on the cold 
est nights women in evening dress 
walked considerable distances with 
ordinary evening wraps, and __ fre- 
quently hatless. They did not take 
cold either. 

These was no suffering for want of 
fue, in the poorest homes, such as we 
know of every winter in the east. Yet 
the very exaggerated reports that 
have gone out from newspaper men 
(of a sort) have created an impression 
of severe weather that it will take 
much explaining and denying to dis- 
pel. 

That tragic story of frozen settlers 
at Estevan has turned out to be the 
most unfounded canard. The winter 
hus been equally severe in compari- 
sou in many parts of America. There 
is a well-confirmed rumor of a mother 
and five children being frozen to 
death in New Brunswick. 

And Europe has not been without 
its tragedies due to cold weather, as 
Lloyd’s Weekly in its summing-up 
Shows. 

“In Berlin last month, at least 35 
persons were frozen to death. The 
tramway car-drivers were relieved af 
ter each journey, owing to the de- 
mands made on their endurance by 
driving in the teeth of the bitter east 
wind, Numbers of people fell dead in 
the streets of Paris from cold, and at 
all the hospitals in that city, hot soup 
was distributed twice a day to all- 
Sentries have been frozen at

their posts in Austria. Schools and 
theatres were closed at Trieste. Even 
the Danube was frozen over, and the 
Bosphorus and the Black sea were 
practically closed to navigation. 
What the British Islands suffered 
from the unusual cold wave the daily 
despatches this winter showed us. 
Alderman White of Calgary returned 
recently from an eastern tour, and in 
an interview with the Calgary Alber- 
tan, the alderman pointed out the 
evil of this coal famine cry, as this 
@ave the press on the other side a 
grand opportunity to knock. The 
coal shortage had been general all 
ever. In Guelph, one was lucky to 
got even five hundred pounds at a 
time, and in Walkerville the hotels 
were running half-heated all the 
time. They made no outery, but for 
Calgary, a growing city wishing to 
secure citizens, the alderman thought 
the coal famine cry a great mistake 
Regarding the railway situation, he 
said, Alberta was a great deal better 
off than many of the States. “One of 
the officials in Minneapolis told Mr. 
White that for some time the railway 
had refused to accept a pound of 
freight outside of local grocery freight 
and regarding the great cry mado 


| against the C.P.R. about the shortage 


of cars for the shipping of grain, this 
was simply absurd taken in compari 
son to the fact that grain londed on 
ears in October last had never left 
the siding and yet the outery in Can- 
ada. on the car shortage was a great 
deal louder than in the States.” 

A comment of Mr. C. C. Chipman, 
Commissioner of the Hudson Bay 
Company, in the course of an inter- 
view, is also very much to the point 

“My personal observations have 
convinced me that many of our 
friends in the east and south are 
much more concerned about the se. 
erity of the winter in the west than 
those who inhabit the cities, 
and prairie of the great and 
wheat belt,’’ he said. 

“Such conditions naturally check 
travel to some extent and it may b> 
that with a milder winter, business 
would have been better, but my com 
pany have ne cause for complaint in 
that respect, and as far as I have 
been able to ascertain, all classes ar 
a happy people throughout the west, 
fully appreciating the bright future 
of our country.”’ 

Notwithstanding the serious com 
plaints that have been made with re 
gerd to transportation shortcomings, 
there appears to be no falling off at 
the C.P.R. stock yards, As a matter 
of fact, says the Manitoba Free Press, 
there is a large increase in the last 
two weeks of January, 1907, over the 
sume period for 1906. The figures for 
cattle were 352 and 566 for 1906 and 
1907 respectively, and the shipment of 
hogs stands at practically the same 
figures as last year.

LITTLE EVIDENCE OF 
DISASTER TO 
STOCK 


And Ranchers Are Not Complaining of 
Any Loses During the Pre- 
sent Season. 


C. W. Peterson, president of the 
Live Stock Association of Alberta re- 
turned on Saturday from a visit east 
as far as Maple Creek. Part of his 
visit was to look into the reports of 
losses among the ranchers. He went 
east in day time and returned in day 
time. While away he made careful 
inquiries about losses, 

There was but one story told, and 
that »as that the report of losses was 
very much exaggerated. Mr. Peterson 
believes that these untrue stories have 
done the country very much injury. 
The ranchers are making no compiaini 
of the losses from the weather. From 
the car windows there is but little 
evidence of disaster. There are some 
dead cattle to the north of the track, 
but it must be remembered that cattle 
which did die in the majority of cases 
died near -the railroad. They were 
drifting south and when they came up 
against the railway fence, it was with 
disastrous results. But even there 
the evidence of a hard winter is not 
very great and not at all alarming. 

Mr. Peterson has received many 
communications from abroad, which in- 
dicate that a campaign is being de- 
liberately waged against this part of 
Canada, and that ammunition for such 
@ campaign is exaggeratei and false 
reports of the ravages of the hard 
winter.—Albertan,

The two concluding bars had 
been aropped since the tormer produc- 
tion and the resolution yesterday ran 
‘That in the opinion of thie House the 
“jntereste of Canada and the British 
“Empire would be best served by a 
“full partnership union among Great 
“Britain and her colonies.” 

Though the resolution had been cur- 

“*¢ tailed the proposition it involved had 
not, neither the length and purport of 
the speech with which the Colonel eup- 
ported it. Summarised Samuei wascon- 
vinced that if things went on in the 
present fashion the empire would go 
to the eternal bow-wows. He would 
take time by the forelock as it were; 
would nip this incipient dtsintegration 
in the bud, so to speak. An Imperial 

Parliament he wanted, and wanted it 

right away. In thie elective body he 

would have the representation from the 
colonies counterbalance that from the 

Mother Land, and would teave with the 

body all matters of imperial concern, 

limiting the parliaments and legisla- 

of the component parts of the 

pire to the management of their 

own particular business. If this were 

done forthwith, all would be well; if 

not, the Colonel would not be answer- 
able for the consequences. 

Mr. Chisholm, opposition member for 
Huron, made the real speech in eup- | 
port of the resolution. He repudiated | 
the idea of Colonial inferiority, and de- 
voted some very direct remarks to those 
who would have Canada contribute to 
the maintenance of the Imperial navy. 
Britain would be forced to maintain her 
navy if the foundations of the Great 
Deep were broken up and Canada sank 
into the depths of the sea. This de- 
mand he likened to the demand for 
“Ship money” and to the “Stamp Act.’ 
Like them it was a demand that taxes 
should be paid without the buyer hav- 
ing a voice in their expenditure. He 
went after the British Parliament for 
the cattle embargo. This was mere- 
ly a form of “‘protection” for the Brit- 
dah cattie grower and the reverse side 
was turned toward Canada. The pre- | 
ferential tariff had oh the whole had | 
very satistactory reauits but {¢ was not 
true that Canada wanted the Britisher 
to submit to an increase in the price | 
of his food for the benefit of the Cana- 
dian farmer. An elected Imperial Par- 
Mament, he thought, would settle all 
these difficulties and enable the Col- 
onies to have a proper voice in the set- 
tlement of Imperial affairs. 

Mr. Devlin, Liberal member for Nico- 
let, had failed to observe any growing 
eentiment in Canada in favor of such 
Imperial parliament as suggested: Can- 
ada was not unrepresented in Britain. 
The premier had no mandate from the 
Canaaian people to accept the advice of 

Col. Hughes and advocate this echeme 

at the colonial conference. The’ task 

of the mover of the resolution would |

If 
we cross the channel and go from Eng- 
land to France we find that undsor the 
present systsm the French colonies of 
Algeria, Martinique ani Guadeloupe ar® 
directly reprosent2d on the floor of the 
French Parliament, that they have no 
separate identity, that hey hav3 n° 
legislative independence, but that all 
the laws they rocelv2 are adopied on 
the floor of the French Parliament. 
But, to my mind there is no man in this 
House and there is no man in this 
country would have that union between 
the great colonies and the motherland. 
We have been accustomed to and we 
have been nurtured in our legislative 
independence. Indsed we know that the 
legislative independence we have had 
for the last eixty years has been the

The results have been as apparent in 
Eastern ag in Western Canada, and, 
marvellous as has been the change on 
the plains it has been equalled in de- 
gree by that in the eastern provinces. 
Factories which before atood idle are 
running night and day, employment of- 
fers everywhere and at. satisfactory 
wages, capital from, abroad is being 
freely invested in our development and 
incusir‘al enterprises,, Canadians no 
longer flock abroad in search of oppor- 
tunity, but find it in plenty under 
their own flag, while thousands come 
annua'ly from abroad, attracted by the 
hope of fining beiter conditions of jife. 
» Th.s problem confronts the people of 
Canada Oday as much as at any fu- 
ture tiine fm their history, and, splen- 
did as have been the reguits already 
achioved, they re only, the beginning 
of things. These resu.ts, however, have 
aure'y been great enough and satisfac- 
tory cnough to demand a continuance of 
ths poicy by which,they were brought 
aboui, and to amply demonstrate that 
the future of Canade depends on whe- 
ther or not the vacant and unproduc- 
tive lands of the weet are given .into 
the control of the ‘tnen who can and 
will make them productive.

Ordinarily the settlement policy in- 
volves the two simple questions of giv- 
ing the land to the pettler pncondition 
that he cultivate it, and of persuading 
the settier to accept the offer.

A very good instance of this is af- 
forded by the tract to be irrigated by 
the South Alberta Land Company. This 
area of 380,000 acres lies just west of 
the city of Medicine Hat in the east- 
erly portion of, Alberta. For twenty- 
three years the district has been tra- 
versed by the main line of 
the Canadian Pacifie Railway. 
For twenty years it has been trav- 
ersed by the Crow's Nest line of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. if any dis- 
trict west of Winnipeg has been fav- 
Orably located a8 regards railway fac- 
ilities, aside frorg Calgary and Regina, 
it has been this district. During the 
last ten years settlers have been pour- 
ing into the west by the thousand 
ani every settler who weni into Alber- 
ta from the easi by way of the C. P.R, 
main line or the So> line, traversed the 
district. The homestead regulations 
have been applicable there as elee- 
where. Yet so far as homesteaders are 
concerned, the area in question is as 
void of settlemeni as when the Indian 
chased the buffalo. 

The jand was open to the settler, bui 
the wettler did not want it, and would 
not take it for the very excellent reason 
that he could not make a living from 
it. eo 

One of two things musi happen; the 
land must lie there useless, uninhabited 
and uninhabitable, or means must be 
proviied for irrigating it—mean3 too 
expensive for any prospecilve getiler or 
group Of prospeciive setilers to under- 
take. The latter course was adopted, 
and following the preceient of the Al- 
berta Railway and Irrigation Compa- 
ny of the Canadian Pacific Irrigation 
Colonization Company, acompany was 
given permission to undertake the ir- 
rigation work. Previous to this, the 
Canadian Pacific Company were ask- 
ed if they desired to include any part 
of the tract in their irrigation tract. 
| They repliei in the negative, ceriain- 
ily not a sign that the irrigation would 
be an inexpensive undertaking. 

In the contract then given the Rob- 
bins Irrigation Company, the privilege 
of.purchasing the land is contingent 
upon ihe conertuction of the irrigaiion 
works; .-having consiructed the works 
and bcught the land the company. are 
at libarty to sell the land in competi- 
tion with free bomesiead land, and al- 
so with other lapid which may bde:offer- 
ed for eale; the land remaining unsold 
at the end of fifteen years reverta to 
the Crown; and the raie which the 
upen the construction of the trrigation 
the land for wa from the irrigation 
works is fixed by the Minister of the 
Interior. By this arrangement, the 
company can get its money out of the 
enterprise only by. completing the jr- 
rigation works, ana then only by sell- 
ing the land jn the market in compe- 
tition with other land. 

A more reasonabdie and certain meth- 
od of rendering an egriculiurelly mee- 
lese area available for the settler at u 
fair price could not be devised, except 
by placing the Dominion under direct
